THE 


Dangers of Cellulold 


The precautions necessary in handl- 
ing articles made of celluloid have 


been emphasized in the report of a 


committee appointed by the British 


Made ad to Inquire into the sub- 
ect. 


The committee recommends 
that all articles made of this sub- 
stance be marked ‘“Inflammable.” 
Undoubtedly the manufacture and 
storing of celluloid need to be brought 
under public control. Last year, a 
fire in Moore Lane, London, Eng., 
started by cellulold, cost the lives 
of nine girl workers. Not counting 
cinematograph films, of which enor- 
mous quantities\are now in existence, 
hundreds of articles are now made 
ot celluloid, and very often the users 
are ignorant of their composition. The 
marking of these articles “Inflam- 
mable” would call attention to the 
danger and lead people to take great- 
or care in their use. Where large 
quantities are stored, almost as much 
cee should bo taken as with gaso- 
ne.

A POSSIBLE BASEBALL FEAT. 


Pitcher Might ‘Crike Out Fifty-four 
Men in One Game. 

So frequently bas the question “Ta tt 
possible for a pitcher to be credited 
with more than three s#trikeouts tp 
an inning?" been addressed to the 
sporting editor that an extended cal- 
culation was recently made as to the 
number of strikeouts a pitcher could 
score ip a game aud shut out the op- 
posing team This was suggested by 
4 note that appeared reading. “What is 
the largest number of strikeouts with 
which a piteber can be credited in any 
gume of nine innings and at the same 
time score a shutout?” The answer was 
“Fifty-four.” which answer is correct. 

To this a supernonuated alleged ex- 
pert, a man who made himself deat 
knocking others, came back to this ef- 
fect: 

“Since we have followed baseball we 
have yet to see the time when a pitcher 
van strike out ‘fifty-four pliayers. 
Iwenty-seven strikeouts are as much 
as ‘a’ pitcher can do in any game of 
baseball in this country, At least we 
have not beard of any ruling which 
changes the number of outs required 
for one inning from three to six.” 

It will have 
to be admitted that twenty-seven put- 
outs are all that are legally required to 
retire an opponeut tn nine innings, but 
that isn’t the proposition. Under the 
scoring rules that obtain in these mod. 
ern days of baseball, a pitcher is cred- 
\ted with a strikeout even if the catch- 
er misses the third strike.

The general results, it is opserved, 
have been aisappointing. Whilst the 
recent increased competition by the 
royal navy, and th. facilities for ob- 
taining work provided | the govern- 
ment Labor exchange, have had an 
adverse effect, the poor results ac- 
hieved are attributed mainly to con- 
tinued activity in trade and emigra- 
tion. 178,468 male British subjects 
emigrated from the United Kingdom 
during 1913, and, though probably 
only a small proportio. were men 
who would have enlisted, yet the re- 
port declares the men who emigrate 
in most cases leave vacancies in the 
field of employment at home to be 
filled, perhaps, by one who in other 
ve eased would have entered the 
Whilst of late there have been 
signs of slacken!ng in Canada’s appe- 
tite for unskilled laborers, it is dis- 
couraging from a recruiting point of 
view to note that Australia has in- 
augurated a scheme offering special 
facilities for immigration of lads he- 
tween 16 and 20, the very ages be- 


tween which the majority of recruits 
now join the special reserve and the 
regular army.

RESTRICTIONS PLACED ON IMMI- 
GRATION FROM EUROPE BY 
AUTHORITIES 


Field Now Altogether Free, and 
That Majority of Settlers Will 
Come to Canada This Year From 
United States. J 


J. ¥. Dennis, head of the natural 
resources department of the C.P.R,, 
addressed a large gathering of busi- 
ness men at a smoker given by the 
board of trade at Lethbridge recently. 
He referred ts» the wonderful develop- 
ment of the west in the forty-two 
years of his experience of it, when 
Winnipeg had only 1,100 people, and 
the district between’ that post and 
Victoria, was known on the map as 
the American desert, 

Urban deeviopment, however, had 
been far in advance of agricultural 
development. This brought the peo- 
ple of the west to face resulting con- 
ditions. The “hot-air” period had 
passed, and the problem to be solved 
at the present time was that of agri- 
cultural development for laying per- 
manently, the foundation of the Wes- 
tern Canada to be as optimists look 
forward to it. The solution of this 
problem had developed a new policy 
with the C.P.R. Up to two years ago 
they were merely sellers of land. Now 
they were colonizers, in that no land 
was sold without an obligation that 
residence should be taken up and 
agricultural operations undertaken. 
How to get the people was the pro- 
blem. . 
Difficulties in Europe 
In the British Isles there was small 
opportunity for obtaining the desire} 
agricultural immigration. In Europe 
the policy Wag handicapped in that, <9 
get the class of immigrants, the com- 
pany had to meet with restrictions by 
the authorities. Holland, . Denmark 
and Belgium were practically the 
only countries open. In Germany and 
Austria an immigration policy was 
nade impossible. In Norway it was 
limited, and in Swede: prohibited. 
The company had, therefore, in fact 
only the field of the United States 
entirely available. 7 

Mr. Dennis dwelt on the {mport- 
ance of irrigated Jands and the neces- 
sity for individva) effort in prevent- 
ing any of the wrong impression 
which carried against them. It was 
difficult to obtain immigrants from ir- 
rigated areas and 60 per cent. of the 
farmers, who came over from the 
United States knew nothing about ir- 
rigated areas.

Lord Strathcona’ Never Collected 
C.P.R. Director's Fees 

Lord Strathcona always boasted 
that he never had ecasbed in a cent 
from the C,P.R. in the shape of direc- 
tor’s fees. After his death a number 
of cheques amounting to around $650,- 
| 000 and covered his 32 years’ direc- 
torship, were found among his pri- 
vate papers. They represented the 
usual payments to him as_ director, 
and had not been cashed. As the 
checks were received by Lord Strath- 
cona they were filed away without 
endorsement. The executors have 
now notified the company that these 
cheques drawn upon it are held by 
the estate, and a formal claim has 
been filed, 

Lord Strathcona was a director of 
the C.P.R. from its inception in 1881 
to his death. 
time were $1,000 a year, but latterly 
they have been $2,006. The estate, it 
is estimated, will collect from $40,000 
to $50,000 from the uncashed cheques, 
which Lord Strathcona kept as souve- 
nirs. 

His lordship, of course, received a 
handsome return for his investments 
in C.P.R. capital, both original and 
new issues. .

\ Among Indians 

“It seems good to be in civilization 
once more, after twenty-two years of 
voluntary exile among the Indians 92 
the north,” The speaker was the Rev. 
Pere Edouard Gouy, father superior 
of St. Isodore mission at Fort Smith, 
who arrived in Edmonton by rail 
from Athabasca, after being away 
from the city for nearly a quarter of 
a century. 

In the flowing black robes of the 
Oblate fathers, a large jet cross and 
bronze crucifix tucked in is girdle, 
a heavy untrimmed dark beard be- 
ginning to show white streaks of 
grey, but with the healthy tan of the 
north on his face, Father Guoy pre- 
sents a striking figure. 

Sees His First Auto 

“IT saw at Athabasea an auto for 
the first time,” said Father Gouy. 
“Such things were not dreamed of 
when, as a young man of 25, I left 
for the north to work among the In- 
dians, Edmonton was then but a 
Village. Of course I have kept track 
of its growth through the newspap- 
ers, although we reecived papers 
only during the summer, by canoes 
winter mail carriers by dog teams 
confining themselves to letters.” 

Is Going to France 

Father Gouy will rest in Edmonton 
a few days, and then after a short 
trip to St. Albert for the purpose of 
Visiting Bishop Legal, he will start 
for Nantes, France, where he will vis- 
it his- aged parents. Before his re- 
turn he will go to Rome for an aud- 
iece with Pope Pius, and expects to 
arrive again in Edmonton next Sep- 
tember, when he will go once more to 
Fort Smith, perhaps to spend the 
rest of his life in his self-sacrificing 
labor for the education and the up- 
lifting of the Indians. 


Soo Locks Busier Thai Panama 


No less than 72 million tons of 
freight passed through the locks of 
Sault Ste. Marie, on the Great Lakes 
last year. These locks, which con- 
nect Lake Superior with the lower 
lakes are now a feature of our in- 
land navigation system, for through 
them passes nearly 75 per cent. of the 
entire lake traffic. 

To increase the facilities for hand- 
ling the traffic un the American. side, 
a lock of excepticnal size is under 
construction, as an addition to the 
two existing locks, while excavation 
has been commenced for a fourth 
lock. 

The traffic to be handled is cnor- 
mous, and nav‘'gation is stopped by 
ice for or about four months eagh year 
(ordinarily from Dee. 15 to April 15). 
Consequently, it is of the utmost im- 
portance to handle the vessels 
promptly and enable them to make as 
many trips as possible during the 
navigation season. 

In 1905, congress authorized the 
widening of the canal, while in 1907 
an appropriation was made for the

RARE ANIMALS IN ZOO 


Weddell Sea and Two Young Sea Ele- 
phants Besides a Number of 
Penguins 
‘In an interesting article in the 
Scotsman, Dr. William 8. Bruce tells 
of an unique collection of Antarctic 
animals that has lately been present- 
ed to the Zoological Society of Scot- 
land by Messrs. Salvesen and Leith. 
This comprises the following inter-| 
esting animals. A Weddell seal, two 
young sea clephants or elephani 
Seals, two adult penguins and two 
king penguins in down, one gentco 
ges and one marcaroni penguin.

The Weddell seal was originally 
discovered hy Captain James Weddell 
of Leith, who had attained the high 
latitude of 74 deg. 15 min. S. in te 
Weddell sea. The longest Weddell 
seal that the Scotia secured meas- 
ured nearly 11 feet and weighed over 
900 pounds. Usually an adult Weddell 
seal weighs about 800 »ounds; the 
commonest species are to be found 
at the South Orkneys and Coats! 
Lands; only 15 years ago, it was one 
of the rarest known mammals. Six 
penguins have been transported from 
the sub-antaretie islands of South 
Georgia to Scotland.

The pageant was 
built around the Puritans overcoming 
the aspect of the stern life of the na- 
tives. Its symbolistic appeal swayed 
the whole town, and it had been dem- 
onstrated that it was a great factor 
in unifying communities and creeds, 
as mayor and boot black, minister 
and blacksmith, joined in the spirit 
which gripped the people in a musi- 
cal dramatization of the history of 
their city or town. 


Boston Man Gets King’s Gold Medal 

The Royal Geographical associa- 
tion has awarded the King’s gold 
medal to Dr. Hamilton Rice, of Bos- 
ton, Mass., for his work of explora- 
tion in South America.

PRISON REFORMS 
ARE ADVOGATED 


PRISONERS COST COUNTRY Ore 
DOLLAR PER DAY IN EXCESS 
OF EARNINGS 


Parole Officer Archibald Makes a 
Plea For Prison Labor—Impossible 
to Expect Good Results From a 
Man Who is Hele at a Stone Pile 


The annwal report of the inspectors 
of penitentiaries for the fiscel year 
ending March 31st, 1913, was -ecent- 
ly laid on the table of the house of 
commons at Ottawa, and contains a 
large number of interesting facts and 
figures. There were 1,970 convicts 
in custody at the end of the fiscal 
year, of whom 984 were Canadian 
born, The cost per capita ranged 
from $328.24 in Kingston to $700.58 
in Saskatchewan, Alberta being 
$420.46, 

“The fact,” repoits Inspectors Dou- 
glas Stewart ano W. S. Hughes, “that 
cach man sentenced to hard ‘abor 
costs the country a dollar per day :n 
excess of his earnings seems to ve- 
quire explanation.” As remedies, they 
suggest (1) That the penitentiaries 
be administered by the minister 
through his zesponsible officers, and 
free from local or other oxternal in- 
terference: and (2) that the govern- 
ment utilize the obligatory Inbor of 
its wards in supplying ae fat as pos- 
sible, its own needs and requirements 
such as articles required for the var- 
ious departments ci the gove:nment. 

445 Prisoners Paroled 

Parole Officer Archibald reports 
that during the fiscal year 445 prison- 
ers were released on parole from pen- 
itentiaries anc 470 frora tle provin- 
cial jails. The number of cancella- 
tions for non-compliance witt the 
condition of license was 32, or three 
per cent., and the number of forfeit- 
ures for subsequent conviction was 
45, or 4.9 per cent. 

Mr. Archibald makes a plea for 
prison labor. “The penitentiary,” h> 
Says, “surely should be a place to 
qualify and fit me: for usefulress in 
life, even if they “ave gone astray 
and this cant t be accomplished until 
a more sane £1d humanitarian system 
is- inaugurated.
